2. On Page 3 the correction I have inserted is in- 
tended to oaks specific application to cryptographs em- 
ploying rotatable circuit changers as the basis for crypto- 
graphic action, because in Morehouse and also In Yarn am 
external key tapes are used but according to a wholly dif- 
ferent cryptographic principle. The way in which Claims 6 
to 10 read In this regard is certainly sufficiently limited 
in application so that the examiner ought not to feel that 
we are trying to claim Morehouse and Vernam.
